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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,4-12 are allowed. 

RE claim 1, While Keele , Jr. disclosed of the public address 
system allowing uniform sound coverage over a zone to be addressed, 
comprising an array of electroacoustic sources, each electroacoustic 
source diffusing a version delayed by a delay , filtered by a filter, 
and amplified by an input signal amplifier of the system, wherein said 
array is essentially rectilinear and vertical, in that the angles

intersection between the axis of emission of said electroacoustic 
source and the desired wave front is minimal, an wherein the delays 
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(3) are essentially Rn = Rn-i +(dn-i dn)/C for n > i, Rn being the 
delay in seconds linked to the nth electroacoustic source, RI being 
any value, c being the speed of sound in m/s, the distances d being 
expressed in meters.
